tained by tha Chino-Japaneye Industrial 
Development Company to work the 
Taochun Tron Mine in Anhui. The pro. 
moters have delayed the organization. of 
the company to make sure of the officias 
bounties it is entitled to under the Steel 
Industry Eneouragement Law justi pro- 
mulgated, i 

Tho, rough plan of , the company’s 
operations consists in eatablishing an 
ivon worky for the prodnetion if pig iron 
at tho rate of 170,000 tans a year, stetl 
works with the capacity of tnrniag over 
100,000 tong of steel ingots a year, 4 
casting and forging works whieh may 


turn aver 75,000 tens of various shapes ab 


year, anu other workshops which will 
tarn at miseeaneons side products. 
At the iron works two furnaces with 9 
capacity of 250 tons a day will be in 
stalled along with two coke firnaces, 
Blasts will be sent with steam. The com. 
PAny proposes ta invest 8,000,000 yen in 
this part of its plant, In the steel works 
three furnaces will be installed with 
various auxiliary equipment, the capital 
invested in them being 4,400,000 yen. The

"The following is a gist of the petitio 
“Most of the wealth of the nation is 
hidden in its mines, and ag China pos- 
sesses unlimited mineral wealth, it is im- 
perative (hat-means be devised tu develop 
it. We are, however, digappointed vt 
learning thit our Governtnent hay no in- 
tention of encouraging mining onter prises. 
All-it cares for is. to contract foreign 
Floang and raise domestic loans in order 
ito mec, administrative expenses. Lt has 
never thought of the time of their redemp- 
tion. : 

“Such a gtate of things cannot Jasi 
Jong, for as soon as the European War 
is over the European nationa will have 
.to. attend to their own. reorganization 
affuirs, and may detnand from us repay- 
ment. Should we then fail to meet ther 
demands, they will bring their military 
power tocbear upon us, Therefore, it 1 
imperative to se, ony house in order and 
to utilize our own natural resources, It 
is the development of cowmercial and 
mining enterprises which have Wadg Bri- 
tain great; why should not China, follow 
her steps? Bex: 

REGULATIONS DEFECTIVE, 

“We have made a careful study of the 
Mining Regulations promulgated by the 
Ministry ot Agriculture and Conamerce, 
and have found that they are full of de- 
fects, making a revision impossible.
